On  October  20,  1917,  in  the  small  town  of  Mabton, 

Wash.,  a  baby  destined  for  God's  service  was  born.  Edna 
was  welcomed  into  the  Day  family  and  a  year  later  they 
moved  to  Seattle.  Attending  Auburn  Academy  during  the 
days  of  Professor  Elubbs,  Edna  graduated  in  1936  and 
promptly  enrolled  at  Walla  Walla  College  to  major  in 
secretarial  science  and  accounting.  She  graduated  in  1939. 

Upper  Columbia  Conference  was  the  next  stop-becoming 
a  wonderful  new  beginning!  During  her  two-year  stint  as 
secretary  at  the  conference  office  she  met  and  fell  in  love 
with  James  Indergard.  They  were  married  in  1941.  "They  didn't  want  married  secretaries  working  there," 
explains  Edna  as  her  reason  for  leaving  the  conference  office,  and  she  and  Jim  moved  to  Portland  where 
he  worked  for  a  cookie  factory.

Missing  the  Seattle  area,  they  returned  a  short  time  later  with  Jim  finding  employment  at  Coats  and 
Clarke,  the  famous  thread  manufacturing  company,  where  he  was  employed  for  the  rest  of  his  life, 
eventually  becoming  vice  president  of  the  company. 

Jim's  job  became  a  whirlwind  of  moves  for  the  couple,  allowing  them  to  live  and  experience  friendships  in 
12-14  different  states.  With  Edna's  education  and  training,  she  was  able  to  get  a  job  working  for  the 
government  with  the  Bonneville  Power  Administration.  From  then  on,  every  time  they  moved  she  would 
be  able  to  get  a  job  with  the  government.  When  asked  what  her  most  exciting  job  has  been,  Edna 
modestly  admitted  that  she  had  been  working  for  NASA  as  an  accountant  while  they  were  preparing  their 
first  space  travel.  Edna  has  also  worked  as  an  auditor  for  the  government  and  for  the  Seventh-day 
Adventist  Church. 


Jim  and  Edna  had  no  children  of  their  own  but  believed  strongly  in  Seventh-day  Adventist  Christian 
education  and  have  assisted  more  young  people  through  academy  and  college  than  she  can  count.  Edna 
has  continued  to  give  financial  assistance  to  young  people  even  after  Jim's  death  in  1986. 

Edna,  who  is  retired  and  living  in  Sequim,  is  an  active  member  of  SACE,  a  team  of  volunteers  making  a 
difference  in  the  Washington  Conference,  and  is  helping  with  their  building  projects  at  Sunset  Lake  and  in 
Costa  Rica.  In  fact,  two  new  cabins  at  Sunset  Lake  will  have  Edna  and  Jim  Indegard's  names  on  them! 

Cenerosity  and  dedication  to  Adventist  education  has  led  Edna  to  establish  an  endowment  at  Blue 
Mountain  Academy  in  Pennsylvania  and  to  her  own  alma  mater.  Auburn  Adventist  Academy.  Eler  willing 
support  and  her  love  of  young  people  are  gifts  for  eternity.
